Extradites Dixon Father Who Fled 
To Nebraska; Must Assume Support 


A former Dixon man was returned to Lee county Thursday by 


Sheriff Charles Redebaugh to face charges of failing to support his wife 
and children residing in DLxon. 


Kenneth James Royster, living 


for more than two years in Lin- 
coln, Neb., waived extradilion Ihis 
week and was relumed to Dixon 
lo stand trial on an information 
prepared by State's A t t o r n e y 
James Bales. 


According 
to 
Bales, 
Royster 


abandoned his wife and four chil 
dren'on Jan. 18, 1951, and has not 
returned to them nor provided for 
Iheir support. 


Bales said that the family of the 


defendant, currently residing on 
East Graham street, is destitute 
and needs the assistance of the de- 
fendant. 


The stale's attorney said thai he 


did not intend to bring Royster into 
court on a felony count in that it 
would not help the situalion of his 
wife and children. 


However, Royster was arrested 


by Lincoln, Neb., authorities on a 
felony charge of wife and 
child 


abandonment, a criminal offense 
punishable by imprisonment from 
one to 13 yeara, * fine, or both. 


Xot Taxpayer*' 


Bales said that it was time per- 


sons in responsibility learn that it's 
not the job of taxpayers to main- 
tain abandoned persons. 


Th« responsibility is that of the 


breadwinner, in this case, the hus- 
band. And that responsibility can 
not be shirked, Bales claimed. 


Bales contended that the prob- 


lem involves the expense 
to the 


taxpayers of spending money 
to 


have such offenders arrested and 
returned to face charges, or of 
levying the long-range tax to pro- 
vide for the abandoned family. 


Sheriff Redtbaugh journeyed a 


total of 1,000 miles to apprehend 
and return Royster to Dixon. 


The cost is far less than that 


which taxpayers would have to pay 
if the defendant is allowed to con- 
tinue to default in support of his 
family, Bales said. 


Royster's children range in age 


from 4 to 10 years old with two 
youngsters being 8 and 6. 


Hearing Tuesday 


The defendant is expected to be 


brought into county court Tuesday 
before Judge Grover Gehant who. 
Tccording to Illinois statutes, can 
fine Royster and order him to sup- 
port his family. 


Action by the state's attorney is 


n line with the current Illinois pol- 
cy of seeking the extradition Of 
persons who abandon H family for 
which they are responsible. 


Sheriff Redebaugh said that until 
few years ago, the state would 


not extradite 
fathers who took 


in another state.

peace in Korea will disclose 
how many of the 9,156 Ameri- 
cans currently listed as miss- 
'ing in action will return alive 
from C o m m u n i s t 
prison 


camps. 


If the Reds prove correct in 


their claim more than a year ago 
that they hold about 3.000 U. S. 
prisoners, the ratio of captured to 
missing will he one to three. 


U. S. records, however, list only 


2,322 Americans captured, based 
partly on letters 
received 
from 


captive Americans. 


The total reported missing in ac- 


tion is 13,095. Of these, 1,393 sub- 
sequently returned to U. S. con- 
trol, 224 are known to have died 
and 2,322 are believed captured. 
The remaining 9,156 are listed as 
currently missing. 


There is no official information 


att hr Pentagon about how many 
Americans in Red prison camps to- 
day are sick, injured or still suffer- 
ing from-wounds.

Communists Ask 
Resumption of 
Armistice Terms

MUNSAN, 
Korea — UP)— 


The Communists agreed Fri- 
day to trade sick and wound- 
ed prisoners beginning about 
April 21, then proposed re- 
sumption of the long-stalled 
armistice negotiations. 


Both sides were expected to sign 


today the agreement calling for 
the exchange of 5,800 ailing reds 
for 600 allied prisoners, of which 
120 are Americans. 


Xo Yielding

But in calling for a return to 


the armistice table, the Commu- 
nist officers gave no sign of yield- 
ing 
on the 
principle 
of forced 


repatriation of some 50,000 .pris» 
oners who balk at returning to 
Red rule. It was Allied refusal to 
return such prisoners that rup- 
tured the negotiations last Octo- 
ber 8. 


Communist liaison 
officers at 


Panmunjom, in proposing the re- 
sumption, declared "the principle 
of repatrialion of all prisoners of 
war" after an armistice "is un- 
shakeable." 
' 


And the Communists reiterated 


that "the Korean-Chinese side docs 
not acknowledge that there ar« 
prisoners of war who are allegedly 
unwilling to be repatriated." 


The Communists' p r o p o s a l , 


which they called "very import- 
ant," was in reply to a letter 
April 5 from Gen. Mark Clark, 
the United Nations Far East Com- 
mander. 


Asks More Details 


Clark had asked for more de- 


tails of the compromise plan for 
an armistice which was proposed 
March 30 by Premier Chou En-lai 
of Communist China. 


Actually, the Communist reply 


was 
mainly a 
restatement of 


Chou's proposal 
except to make 


even clearer that the Reds by per- 
suasion, or other means, expect 
to bring, back all balky Chinese 
and North Koreans. 


The letter to Clark, from Gen. 


Nam II. Senior Communist nego- 
tiator, restated Chou's three main 
points: 


1. Let all prisoners go home who 


chose to return. 


2. Turn over to a neutral coun- 


try — yet unnamed — all prisoners 
who are listed as not wanting to 
return to their homelands. 


3. Let the Communists give "ex- 


planations" to prisoners "afraid" 
to return home. 


Explains Point 


The Communists went into a lit- 


tle more explanation of Chou's 
third point this way: 


"Our side maintains that these 


captured personnel of our side who 
are filled with apprehension and 
are afraid to return home as a re- 
sult of having been subjected to 
intimidation and oppression should 
be handed over to a neutral state, 
and through explanations given by 
our side gradually freed from ap- 
prehension, thereby attaining just 
solution to the question of repatri- 
ation."

CHICAGO — i.fl— Discovery of 
he first drug stopping the speedy 
and almost-always fatal b l a c k 
cancer, melanoma, was announced 
today. 


It works only for n time. Rut it 


has banished this drrad cancer in 
one, 
human for at Irast " year, 


and has helped « few others. 


Until now there has not been 


any drug or treatment, except sur- 
gery nt the very earliest signs, 
which hn.s had the slightest effect 
upon melanoma. This daik can- 
cerous growth always starts some- 
\\heie. on the skin, then spreads 
lApidly inside the body. 


The drug ii nicknamed TEPA, 


an abbreviation for triethylene- 
phosphoi amide. 


This heaitenmg step in chemical 


warfare upon cancer was reported 
to the American Association for 
Cancer Research by Doctors Far- 
her, Viiginia Downing, and Ma jib 
Abu-Hydar of the Children's Can- 
cer Resoauh, Foundation and De- 
partment of Pathology, Harvard 
Medical School, Boston. 


TKPA has been used so far upon 


17 humans with melanomas. Dr. 
Farber said. It temporarily knock- 
ed out the cancers in five. 


Woik'on mice indicates that 


TKPA might er.tire],v abolish hu- 
man 
melanomas 
if 
they were 


caught very early, said Dr. Far- 
her. Melanomas account for about 
three per cent of all cancer deaths.

Adenauers Plea to America Deserves 


Careful Atteutiou 


West German Chancellor Adenauer, the newest of our 


European visitors, comes to America as one of the staunches 
advocates of unity for Europe. 


His concern for this goal is not wholly unselfish, though 


Adenauer is widely regarded as one of the most "Euro 
pean-minded" of all statesmen of his country if it shoulc 
somehow be allowed to slide back into isolation from the 
West. 


Though Adenauer's trip here has been long planned, it 


takes on added meaning for Germany in the light of the fast- 
developing Soviet peace offensive. For he is alarmed at the 
prospect West Germany might suffer from a possible new 
agreement between Russia and the western powers. 


A hard-headed statesman, Adenauer believes that Ger- 


many's only road back to strength and dignity on the conti- 
nent lies in its close linking with France, Britain and the 
United States.

He knows a restored German unity on Russian terms 


would mean not fruitful partnership with Moscow but domi 
nation by the Kremlin. 


He is distrustful as well of more disarming Soviet pro- 


posals for Germany unity which would seemingly preserve 
his country's independence. For he sees as the inevitable 
effect an end to the European army pact (already approvec 
by the lower house of the Bonn parliament), and the with 
drawal of Allied forces from German soil. 


It would be no comfort that Russian troops also would 


be taken out, since they would be statoinec! on the Polish-Ger- 
man and Czech-German borders. On the other hand, the urg 
would be strong to pull American forces back across the At- 
lantic and British armies across the channel.

The net result, as Adenauer sees it, would be a perilous 


kind of solitary independence that would be no spur to the 
needed growth of freedom-loving elements in Germany. 


Fundamentally, Adenauer is here to gain reassurance 


from American authorities that the West will make no agree- 
ments with Russia which will put Germany under Moscow's 
long shadow. 


He is entitled to, and surely is getting, careful attention 


from the Eisenhower administration. For this stern old Ger- 
man has done more single-handedly to restore vanquished 
Germany to a role of international respectability than ever 
the most optimistic statesmen in 1945 could have imagined 
possible. 


We Ought to Play It Cool 


Soviet-American social relations have been in the deep 


freeze in Moscow ever since the cold war began. But lately a 
terrific thaw has set in and genial conversation is flowing all 
over the place. 


Even Molotov. who is affable only upon signal, has been 


prodded into turning on his smile. 


Perhaps the high point in this new tide of Russian 


warmth was reached when, in answer to an American re- 
porter's joke, a Soviet official replied: 


"Brother, you ain't seen nothing yet!" 
Apparently not. But we're not sure we'll be able to 


stand it if the Russians now start to argue the mertis of 
Mickey Mantle vs. Joe DiMaggio, to hum "Ohio" from Rosa- 
lind Russell's Broadway musical, or bemoan traffic fatalities 
on the Pennsylvania Turnpike. 


The cold war would be a nice thing to be rid of granted 


But as a replacement, a sort of cool peace might be easier to 
take than the warm, gushy affair the Russians are currently 
promoting in Moscow's drawing rooms.

the ace of spades and looked for 
a way lo justify his partner' con- 
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fidcnce in his bidding.He needed a 
little luck in hearts, but there was 
nothing he could do aboul that.

each, and there was a gieat deal 
to be done ;»bout those two suits. 


Since there was only one entry 


to the dummy (the ace of clubs') 
Lowery had to decide whether to 
try a diamond finesse or a lead 
lowards the queen of clubs. 
Al 


first glance, it seems that South 
should use dummy's ace of'rlubs 
to take a diamond finesse, hoping 
later to lead a low club and find a 
doubleton king of clubs in the hand 
of cither opponent. 


Lowery knew a trick worth two 


of that. He found a way lo use 
dummy's only entry for iwo finess- 
es. 


At the second trick declarer led 


the quern of diamonds from his 
hand. He expected to find the king 
of diamonds in the West hand, in 
which case a finesse agpinst the 
king would be us-closs. As you can 
see, this play did not prevent him 
from finessing against the jack of 
diamonds later on. 


I returned the ten of diamonds from 
dummy. 


East saw no poinl in covering 


with Ihe jack, and there was none. 
Souih could capture Ihe jack with 
Ihe ace and return lo ihe dummy 
with the nine of diamonds. 


When Ihe len of diamonds held, 


declarer was still in dummy and 
could now lead a club towards his ' 
queen. He had thus accomplished 
his objeci of using dummy's single 
entry for Iwo finesses. 


East might have made things 


difficull for declarer by playing 
Ihe jack of clubs, bill he acliially 
pul ur. Ihe kins:. The resl was, of 
course, merely routine.

Congress Handles 6,000 Bills, Enacts 12 in Three Months 


WASHINGTON - INEA)—The first three months of 


the R3rd Congress have seen only 12 measures enacted 
into law. Only one of these was included in the Presi- 
dent's list of ll measures he announced on Feb. 9 as 
necessary legislation for this first session of Congress. 
This was the bill continuing the President's power to re- 
organize this executive branch of the government, subject 
to congressional veto.

Other action completed by the Congress up to the 


time the Easter recess began included: Making Inaugur- 
ation Day a holiday, creating a second undersecretary of 
State, continuing suspension of import taxes on copper, 
increase of government mortgage insurance authoriza- 
tion by half a billion dollars, removal of limitation on 
phone calls and telegrams by members of Congress, lim- 
iting the number of officers in the armed services, con- 
tinuation of free postage and dependents' allotments for 
members of the armed forces, a three months' exten- 
sion of the emergency war powers act. authorization for 
use of electric office machines by members of Congress, 
and passage of a billion-dollar deficiency appropriation 
bill to run the government till June 30. This last bill, 
lowever. was a cut of over $1.2 billion from the amount 
asked bv President Truman.

The 12 bills passed by the Congress and signed by 


the President represent only a minor fraction of the 
6.000 bills introduced by senators and representatives. 
Most of the congressional time in these first three months 
has b^en taken up with getting organized and conducting 
investigations. In the three months, the House has been 
in session only -JO days, the Senate 39. 


The eight items on the Eisenhower "must" agenda 


still to be completed by Congress before it adjourns in 
July include: 


Amending Taft-Hartley law, limited extensions of 


controls over defense materials, extension of reciprocal 
trade act, simplification of customs procedures, Social 
Security expansion, extension of temporary school aid. 
change in Dintrict of Columbia government from three 
to five commissioners and the passage of all appropria- 
tion measures by May 15. 


Proposed cuts made in the Truman-Prepared budget 


for the next fiscal year aren't big enough to satisfy con- 
gressional 
economizers. 
Six Eisenhower cabinet 
offi- 


cers have now submitted estimates on how much they 
would be able to save. 


For these six departments the Truman budget had 


asked over S» billion. 
The revised estimates cut this 


by $23 million—which is a lot of money—but only a lit- 
tle over 10 per cent of the total. A similar cut all across 
th» board on the $79 billion Truman budget would mean 
savings of around $8 billion.

Rep. John Taber. chairman of the House Appropria 


tions Committee, is now talking about a cut of $12.5 bil 
lion—or 50 per cent more than the department heads are 
recommending.

Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's batting average on nominations sent 
to the Senate for confirmation hasn't been too good in 
the first three months. 
Over 9,000 promotions for officers 


of the armed services have sailed through, with only 30— 
including Maj-Gen. Harry Vaughn's—unconfirmed. 


For the 903 civilian nominations made by President 


Eisenhower, only 393 had been confirmed as of April 1. 
Eighteen of President Truman's nominations were with- 
drawn by President Eisenhower. But not one Republican 
postmaster has been nominated.

Senators willing to discuss the 


matter predicted the committee 
will not relent in its requirements 
that defense officials dispose of 
their industrial holdings. 


The law says that no federal of- 


ficial shall do business with any 
firm in which he has even an in- 
direct financial interest. 


Wilson was reported to have sujr- 


posted 
the 
unification 
act 
be 


amended to give him two addition- 
al assistant secretaries. 
He now 


has three such aides, paid $15,000 
yearly. 


When he took office. Wilson is- 


sued a directive disqualifying any 
defense official from passing on 
any matter where he held any 
financial interest in the result. 


Wilson told senators he believes 


this directive should meet any ob-

that 
future 
appointees 


might have financial interests in 
matters which go over their desks. 


Refused Substitute 


However, the committee once re- 


fused to accept this same substi- 
tute for its stock sale ruling. 


Sen. Byrd

reason for changing the rule in the 
case of the proposed two new as- 
sistant secretaries. 


Sen. Duff (R-Pa), said he thinks

Psychology Plays Big 
Part in Stock Market 


By SA.M UAH SON 


NEW YORK <*)—Talk of peace 


topples the stock market. 


Many businessmen take * sec 


ond look at earnings prospects for 
1953. 


Merchants 
remember 
that 


sharp downturn in stocks often 
keeps customers away. 


That's because a tumble in stock 


prices always impresses the pub- 
lic. It looks upon any sharp shift 
in direction of slock prices as a pre- 
view of what those in the know 
think is coming to business in gen- 
eral, and thus to prices of goods, 
to jobs and to incomes. 


Some Jittery 


The peace talk comes when busi> 


nessmen are already a little jit- 
tery about the chances of ap- 
proaching deflation, hard selling 
competition, and a possible slump. 


A spreading of the war, howev' 


er, doubtless would have upset the 
stock market much more than the 
Kremlin peace hints did. 


And the stock market doesn't al- 


ways forecast accurately. 


Often, as The Associated Press' 


index of stock prices shows, the 
market 
pays attention to other 


things than to profit outlook, or 
even dividend prospects, as it is 
generally supposed to. 


The peace talks are potent In the 


market because psychology plays 
a larger part in changing stock 
prices than is generally realized. 
Confidence, or lack of it—that is. 
general public sentiment — often 
speaks louder than profit and loss 
statements in charting the course 
of the market. 


How Good Is It? 


Just how good a barometer is 


the stock market? 


The AP price index of 60 key 


and typical stocks rose 17 per cent 
during 1952. But the combined 
earnings 
of 
the 
60 
companies 


dropped one per cent in 1952 be- 
low the profits of the same cor- 
porations in 1951. 


And all through the year this 


earnings drop was generally ex- 
pected. 
In fact, many thought tne 


profit decline might be greater. Yet 
prices of the 60 stocks rose in spite 
of it. and in spite of considerable 
fear that the boom might have just 
about run its course. 


The 60 companies were right In 


line with business in general. Com- 
bined earnings of 3,4-14 companies 
last year dropped two per cent 
below the year before, the National 
City Bank of New York reports. 


Much of the stock rise at the 


end of the year may have forecast 
the expectation of better earnings 
this year. Chances are that com- 
pany reports on the three months 
just ended will show profits of 
most firms higher than a year ago.

Seven former members of Con- 
gress were similarly removed. 


This action followed the suicide 


Thursday of Juan Duarte, brother 
of Eva and Peron's private secre- 
tary until he resigned last Mon- 
day. The news of Duarte's action 
created a sensation in Argentina, 
which is struggling with an eco- 
nomic crisis -caused by rocketing 
living costs. 


The party's action against Mer- 


cante came also on the heels of 
vehement charges by Peron that a 
"rumor 
campaign" 
was being 


waged against his administration. 
Peron declared such a campaign 
could not overthrow him. 


Mercante, former governor of 


Buenos Aires province, had been 
described at one time by the Per- 
ons as their closest friend. 


Price ceiling on foods went into 


effect in Argentina today. P^ron 
has threatened to jail pVofiteers in 
a move to hold back food prices, 
which have risen nearly 50 per 
cent in the last two weeks. He has 
b l a m e d opponents, both in and 
outside the country, for failure of 
Argentine cattle producers to send 
meat to Buenos Aires for local 
consumption.

In return, Adenauer gave these

Communist nations will be tight- 
ened by "supplementary

ures" aimed at barring transship- 
ment through Germany. 


2. An early agreement with 


France will be sought to settle the 
bitter dispute over the future of the 
industrial Saar border territory.

nationwide preventive campaign 
against r h e u m a t i c fever was 
launched today. 


The plan is to have some four 


million Americans—most of them 
school children—receive a dose of 
penicillin or sulfa drug every day 
for a period of years. 


State and local Heart associa- 


tions pledged themselves to the 
effort at the annual meeting of the 
American Heart association. 


The project is designed to aid 


the three per cent of the population 
who have had at least one "bout" 
of rheumatic fever.
